NITRO-GLYCERINE EXPLOSION.

Additional Partienlars of the Terrible
Disaster at Sonuth Bergen—The Killed
and Wounded-The Hoene Yasterday—
Proparations for the Coromer's Inves«
..'.'l.-l

Ammuth the terrible nitro-glycerine explo-
glon st Ularemont, Bouth Beérgen, N. J., o0
currod st o iale hour on Monday aflernoon, the
facts published {enlerdur wera so ocomplete
Lthat but few addilionsl partloalars have bson
gleaned by a later visil to the scens of Lhe
disanter,

The whole nelghborhood adjacent to the site
af the blacksmith shop, where the explosion
took place, presents au aspeot of ruln and deso-
latlon, Of the bmldmf whereln the explosion
ovearred only sufficlent to recognine [Ls looation
mmln;.nd.nr trench of an elliptical shape,
about four fest in depth, twelve feet in longl
tudinal dinmoeter, and alght feot in width,mark-
iog the agol. where the ocan of nitro-glycering
stood. o surrounding flalds are strewn with
stripa of boards, seantiings, and other portions
of the wrecked buudium while every house
within a radius of two hundred yardashows
slgns of tho concusslon; those near belng almost
demolisbed, Indeed, some idea of Its foree may
be gathered from the ciroumsiance of & Mr.
Bmith, residing about & mile distant, belng
awakened from hld sleep by its shook,

Of the man who was the lmmediate cause of
the disaster nothl remains but fragments,
Ho was literally and without figure of spesoh
blown to atoms, numerons partiea being ens
rused during the morning of yesterday ln ool
ecting portions of his body, which were dis-
tributed nll over the country. Bita of flesh not
larger than a lamb cho? wera thus colleoled
sod added to the mass of composiie blood and
charred remains whioh, collected in & tin pall,
ropresented all that was mortal of Thomas
Burns, In & neighboring fleld a dog was ob-
served keoping jealous guard over a blackened
plece of meat which might or might not be a

ertton of the unfortunate man. To an unpro«
esslonal observer 1t was ntlerly nnrecogaizable
as Lo its former belonging, while a deop growl
from the animal If approsched too elosely, and
8 klokening sensation at the thonght of Its
m‘:-lblo quality, forbade any eritical examina-
i

n,

The killed and wounded ware stated sorrectly
In our report of yesterduy, with these additions,
Two boys named Foster were Involved in the
catastrophe. Robert Fosler was killed, the boy
Edward escaping -death, leugh sevaerely in-
jured In the leg and arm. Besldes the foreman,
Burns, who was_complelely annllhilnted, an-
olber man of the same vame was slightly in.
Jjured by the fiying splinters, A woman named
Soanlan, who was in & houss adjacent, was
soverely Injured in the ll‘.‘[T!l hr Lthe window
being blown In on her; while, slogularly, two
men, named respectivel William B, Bim-
monds and John Houlaghan, who wete ln the
shed at the time of the explosion, esoaped with
comparatively siight Injuries. Slmmonds was
hurt in the head bhullln timbers, and Is slnoe
stone deaf.whnllejHoulaghan had his thigh and
side lncemrad.an may havesustelned Internal
injories. Fromthelatler we get thefollowing:—

STATEMENT OF ONE OF THE BURVIVORS,

Between four and fiveo'clock in the afterncon
of Monday 1 went into Lhe blacksmith's shop
for a bolt for the use of the swilches, and spoke
to Slmmonds, one of the men there, glving him
directions ag Lo the description of bolt I wanted,
telling him to make naste with it. Looking
acroge Lo the opposite side of the fireplace from
where 1 was [ saw Burns with a large can of oll
belween s legs and a red-bot poker or iron
bar in hig hand. Slmmonds said to me, “Oh,
Bure you're always in a harry,” and, catobhing
me by thoe shoulder, shoved me towards the
door, aboul threedvnrdl from it. I then took &
step towards the door nmﬁmmedlal.al heard a
report, Tue next I t la h ng 8lu-
monds aay to me, *'Oh, Johin, I am killed |V I
noswered him nslng “'What dld you strike me
for?” 1thought he had struck me, We were
both up against an embankment, While I was
in the shed a man camed Keliy waas at the fire
and the helper at the bellows. The boy Foster
was standing alongslde. Aftsr 1 started to
rench my house 1 was knocked down twice, I
stxpcno by falling timber.

number of the residents of Bouth Bergen
and others visited the scene of the disaster yes-
terday, and were not sparing of thelr denunocia-
tion of what they termed the culpabla negll-
ence exhibited In the storage of this terribly
estruotive agent in the lmmediate nelgtbor-
hood, In ashed near by, the doorof which I is
snld was unlocked, and one side of which was
only partiaily boarded, was stored some sixteen
or twemg oans of nitro-glycerine, each ong eon-
inining Nty uuds, suMolent almoss Lo blow
the entire Btale of New Jersey Into or outof the
Union. As tbhis material 18 equally liable to
uqloulon from concussion or compression, as
well as under heat or ignition, some idea of the
danger may be Inferred from ta exposure thus
tostray miesiles or the blunaering Interference
of people ignorant of its natare.—W, ¥, Herald. »
